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UTAH AAD A STATE GOVERNMENT. 


THERE are some things for which we, 
the péople of Utah ought to be especially 
dhankful. They werestrongly eet forth 
in Governor Brigham Young’s Message 
tothe General Assembly of the State of 
Deseret, published in yeaterday’s NEWS 
Wid be thankful that God has 
the ability to sustain ourselves 
in this bleak, barren and forbidding- 
looking country, to build homes, erect 
sattIoments, people cities, organize and 
maintain good government, and do all 
thitea frea peopla could be expected to 
do, without having to depend upon 
others to‘ald us. The perusal of that 
Mossage is sufficient to convince every 
unprejudiced- man that the people 
of” Utah are in every respect entitied 
to all the blessings and privileges 
of@ftataGovernment. What Territory, 
-alnce the formation of cur government, 
has a record that can compare with that 
of Utah? There is not one of the old 
States, the institutions and laws of 
which have the stability and strength 
of long years on their side, where prop- 
erty and lifeare more safe, or indeed it 
may be said with truth, as safe as they 
arein Utah. Our Territory, counties, 
elties andsettlements are as well gov- 
erned as any othera within the confines 
of the-Repablic. Indeed, we think they 
are better governed. Murder and rob- 
bery are almost unknown within our 
nitsrand from no other people does 
orime and vice receive leas countenance 
andsympatby than from the people of 
Utah. We have had no foreign capital 
to xid us in developing the resources of 
our country,in erecting our publie build- 
ings or in building our cities. Those 
improvements which are seen on every 
hand are the fruits of the people’s own 
industry and thrift; they are owned 
here, and not by men ia the East or 
West; andin addition to all these, our 
Territory, counties and cities ara free 
from debt! 

With such evidences of our capacity 
for self-government and for bearing all 
the burdens of a State organization 
patent to the zountry and the world, it 
may be asked why is not Utah admitted 
into the family of States? Is shein any 
wise inferior to the Territories which 
have been admitted, many of them since 
she firat desired admission? Every can- 
did, truthful man, who has visited them 
in passing through to Utah from the 
East and West, must admit that she is 
not; bat, on the contrary, all the labors 
of her citizons, their private and public 
improvements, the arrangement of her 
cities; seftlements and farms, and the 
good order and good government 
that prevail, are alt superior to that 
which they generally find there. We 
are not split up into political par- 
tlea; we have no class of professional 
politicians to gamble away the liberties 
of the people and to scramble for the 
spolla of office; we have no paid 
clergy, professing to teach the ways of 
salvation and doling out what they call 
the knowledge of those ways for filthy 
lnowey-we do not largely patronize doc- 
tors, nor fee lawyeca to settle our diffi- 
culties; nor foster gambling and liquor 
saloons; nor permit the existence of 
houses of ill fame. In these respects 
we differ from many othercommunities; 
but can it be sald that these are not vir- 
tues; that-to differ in these respects is not 
oreditable, to us rather than otherwise? 
Yet the fact is indisputable, that, if tho 
people of Utah had prostituted women 
instead of marrying them: had encour- 
aged drinking and gambling saloons in- 
stead of prohibiting them; bad fought 
atthe polls instead of being united at 
them; bad drained the treasury, ran in- 
to debt, and exhausted their credit, in- 
stead of administering government eco- 
nomically and wisely and paying for 
what they got; had listened to a hire- 
ling, mercenary, ignorant and divided 
clergy, instead of following God's word; 
had crowded gourts of justice with law- 
yors, libigante and litigation, instead of 
leaving the ministers of those courts 
with but little or nothing to do—they 
would have had a State Government, 
had they wanted it, years ago. 

Now, we can live without all these 
evils, even though we do not get a 
Stat® Government. We have sustain- 
ed ourselves thus far, and under the 
blessings of God, we can still do so in 
the future. The qualities possessed by 
the people of Utah must achieve great- 
ness. It is only a question of time. 
Our industry, thrift, energy, good hab- 
its, union and love must win; and ex- 
tort, however unwillingly, that admira- 
tion, respect and honor which such 
qualities, when they have had. a fair 
field to operate in, have ever evoked in 
every age. All we need is to wait pa- 
tiently. It is now seed time, but the 
harvest surely approaches.

OURLOCAL’S CORRESPONDENCE 


OGDEN, Feb. 23rd, 1869. 
RAILROAD MATTERS, 

The near approach of the cara is the 
topic with everybody here. ‘How far 
is it to the mouth of Weber Cafion? The 
track is only seven miles from the 
mouth;” ventures ane. ‘The cars will 
be here in two weeks,” remarks anoth- 
er. The engine was at Mountain 
Green yesterday; a very short time will 
see it here,” chimes a third. And soit 
goes. By two different persons who 
came down the cafon yesterday, Llearn- 
ed Jast night that the end of track was 
yesterday morning half a mile east of 
Weber bridge, or ten miles and a half 
from the mouth of the cañon., Thereis 
some snow on the track along the bot- 
tom where the grade is, from Weber 
bridge by Mountain Green‘nearly as far 
down as Devil’a Gate, which will make 
track-laying somewhat tedious; but in 
afew days the cars will be at the last 
named point, where they may probably 
be detained a littic—not long—waiting 
for the completion of the bridge. A 
heavy slide occurred a few days ago on 
the work of John W. Young, Esq., s0 
heavy that I learn that they have con- 
cluded to lay a temporary track around 
it, so as not to detain the progress of the 
cars, while it is being cut through. The 
splle-driver is at work a little north of 
Ogden, with another south of here near- 
ly two miles. Graders are on the move 
north in squads, in camps and in twos 
and threes; and the tide of railroad 
making is surging along. 

BELLIGERENT. 

Considerable whisky now walks 
through Ogden, and passes out at the 
northern extremity, in twenty-four 
hours. On Friday,after I had written my 
last communication to you, two indi- 
viduals ‘“‘valorousty inclined,” and 
stimulated by potent draughts, went up 
on to the bench to arrange*‘a little dit- 
culty? according to the rules of 
“bruising”? as they understood them. 
Their pugilistic efforts were not 
of long continued duration, and when 
a policeman arrived he bad to enquire 
for the combatants. A Mr. Leach, who 
drives the Boise stage, it seems, was 
pointed out as one of them and was ar- 
rested by the officer. But Mr.Leach had 
been a bystander and a non-combatant 
and would not bs arrested; and instead 
of quietly going with the officer, he felt 
disposed to stand upon his muscle, He 
struck the policeman, and acted like 
anything but a sensible man under the 
circumstances, resistiog all efforts to 
take him until mastered by main force. 
For this and for profanity he was tried 
and the lowest fine allowable assessed 
against him—$100 for assaulting and re- 
sisting an officer, and $10, including 
costs, for the profanity. 

BRUTAL ASSAULT, : 

This morning a3 a young man was 
driving his team out of the north side 
of the city, another man being init, he 
was attacked by several graders going 
north, because he declined giving them 
aride, Some angry altercation having 
occurred they pulled bim from his wag- 
on, Kicked Bim severely, fired a couple 
of shots at him, and laid his head open 
with arevolver. I saw him some little 
time after in the drag store of White & 
Brown, where he had been getting his 
head washed,and obtained the facts from 
his own mouth, corroborated by a boy 
who was witness ofthe affair. The ruf- 
fians are not yet in custody as I write. 
These and other occurrences are the re- 
sults of a free use of bad liquor. Vigi- 
lance and energy on the part of the po- 
lice officers and the people are necessary 
to preventan increase of them asthe 
track reaches here and passes along. 

I suppose you haye had a keen 
change of weather inthe city. In Og- 
den the cold has been almost intense 
during the past two nights.

others. 

The Senate Judiciary CGommittee 
adopted a resolution to take no further 
action this session on the applications 
for the removal of political disabilities, 
Caucusses of the Republican and Demo- 
cratic Representatives in Congress will 
be held about Tuesday. 

New York.—The Tribune special 
thinks the bill to strengthen public 
credit and legalize gold contracts, will 
probably not pass the Senate, as Sher- 
man and Morton both vigorously op- 
pose the bill. 

Chicago.—The Tribune's Washington 
special says: The conference committee 
on Diplomatio Appropriation Bill re- 
ported that Butlers scheme for the 
killing off of Kilpatrick had failed; but 
much reduction would be made in the 
expense of the foreign service in South 
Americs; Chili, Brazil aud New Gran- 
ade are the only full missions retained.

GENERAL. 


Chattanooga, 24.—The Tennessee 
River Convention met to-day. There 
wore 176 delegates present from Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Alaska, Ohio, Va. 
and Penn. Gov. Bullock, of Georgia, 
was permanent chairman. A letter 
from Gov. Brownlow was read, approv~ 
ing of the objects of the Convention, 
and promising to use his influence te 


secuie a sufficient appropriation 
for the completion of the proposed im- 
provement, 


Augusta, Me.—~Ths Senate passed a 
bill legalizing dissection for anatomical 
pur, . In the House, Farnsworth 
from the Postal Committee reported 
adversely on several bills for postal 
telegraph from Washington to New 
York. It was ordered printed. 

The House passed a bill to strengthen 
the public credit and legalise gold con- 
tracts; after some discussion and several 
ineffectual attempts to amend the bill 
by 117 10 61, the House agreed to meet 
to-morrow at 11. 

Butler reported the Senate Amend- 
ments to the Indian Appropriation 
Bill; referred to the Committee of the 
Whole, and was made a special order 
for to-morrow. 

The House went into Committee on 
the Legislative Appropriations BilL 
The proviso striking out the salary of 
of the special Commissioner of Revenue 
was amended by adding the words 
“after June 30, 1870.!" The appropria- 
tion for the Surveyor Generasi of Utah 
Territory was atruok out. The Com- 
mittee arose, and after transacting some 
general business, the House again went 
into Committee of the Whole on the 
Legislative Appropriation Bill,pending 
the coumderation of which a recezs 
was taken. 

In the evening session the considera- 
tion of the LegisiativeA ppropriation Bin 
was resumed in the Committee of the 
Whole. 

New York.—Justice Ingraham of the 
Supreme Court rendered a decision in 
the suit brought to prevent the consoli- 
dation of the American and Merchants 
Union Express Companies. The Judge 
holds that the Executive Committee of 
the Merchants Union has no authority 
to change the business and terminate 
the éxistence of the corperation. 

Washington.—The remains of Wirz 
were removed to-day,on the order of the 
President, to Louis Shade. 

New Orleans.—A fire in Camp street 
this morning destroyed the ealth 
house and other property to the amount 
of a dundred thousand, 

San Fraucisco.—About four hundred 
Chinese women arrived by the China. 
They were taken from the ship under 
police guard to places designated by the 
head men, An effort was made to geize 
some of them, and some of the rival par- 
ties were wounded; the police preven- 
tedageneral fight. Great excitement 
exists in the Chinese quarter of the city. 
Several arrests have been made. 

The Sub-Treasurer’s proposals for the 
sale of one million of gola elicited four 
bids for, from seventeen to one hundred 
thousahd each at 76,884 to 78,50. The
